The building trades unions and the 


building employers' 
association 
in 


New York have locked horns In a 
contest which, if fought out to a fin- 
ish, as both sides declare it -will b«. 
must have grave results to the build- 
ing; interests of that city. The strong 
unions that recently, seceded from 
the Board of Building Trades and 
formed the Board of Building Trades 
Mechanics, nave rejoined the former 
organization, and the reunited Board 
of Building Trades has declared a 
general strike in answer to the lock- 
out established some weeks ago b> 
the Building Trades Employers' as- 
sociation. This has stopped 
practi- 


cally all building operations in the 
city, except what Is being done on 
thirty-four new schoolhouses that are 
being built in the five boroughs of 
the city. The union leaders say if 
this does not bring the employers to 
terms, strikes will be ordered on all 
work being done in other cities by 
members of the employers' associa- 
tion. One large concern, the George 
A. Puller company, the largest single 
building firm in the country, employ- 
ing over ten thousand men in New 
York alone, and large numbers in 
other cities, has already left the em- 
ployers' association and made terms 
with the unions. The fight is osten- 
sibly over the employers' arbitration 
plan—whether the unions shall agrw 
to it before the lockout is declared 


off, or the lockout be declared off and 
work resumed under the conditions 
that previously prevailed and the ar- 
bitration plan be then considered by 
the unions. In reality the Issue is 
agreed by both sides to bo whether 
the walking delegate shall be reduced 
to a mere figurehead, or continue to 
wield 
his 
former 
power. 
The 


employers 
declare 
that 
the 


walking delegate, as 
an 
arbitrary 


power, must be eliminated; the un- 
ions declare that the -walking 
dele- 


gate is their main source of strength 
and will neither be given up nor the 
importance of his position reduced 
It is evident that peace cannot be 
attained without one side or the oth- 
er backing down, and backing down 
a long way. The unions 
say 
that 


yielding to the demands of tho em- 
ployers would be giving up nearly all 
that the unions have achieved 
by 


years of effort; the employers say 
that for them to now yield would be 
to hand over the building interests of 
the city entirely to the unions, and 
they—the employers—might as well 
go out of business in that case. The 
tight is the biggest one ever known 
in tb« building business of the city 
and when and bow it will end cannot 
be prophesied. It teems now to be 
reduced to a question of endurance 
on both sides.

Yet those heroic women, too, pet- 


formed a mission. They, Too, showed 
how valuable in the relief of suffering 
is the work of a strong, capable woman 
in war. Woman is a natural nurse. 
When she knows her business thor- 
oughly she releases for active service j 
the ablchodied soldier whose place she 
takes in the care of the disabled ones. 
It was not till the outbreak of the war 
with 
Spain, however, 
that 
women 


nurses became an oliicial adjunct of 
the American army. They were sent to 
Cuba, they were scut to the Philip- 
pines, where some- are to this day. 


Congress enacted a law providing for 


the establishment of a "nurse corps 
(femiile)," as the bill lias it. A noble 
and respected industrial occupation for 
caiiabh; women wtis thus inaugurated. 
They must, however, be thoroughly ca- 
pable. There is no nonsense in the 
qualillcations of an army nurse. She 
must of course be of tbe highest char- 
acter morally and must know how to 
maintain her womanly dignity. She 
must be constitutionally strong and 
healthy and able to endure long hours 
and hard work. .Sometimes a woman! 
nurse must remain iu an army sur- 
geon's operating room many hours at 
a stretch when wo-inded soldiers need j 
attention. 
There must be no weak 


minded si|Ueamishnea3 or shrinking of 
nerves. The nurse must be a graduate 
from a hospital training school. 


The female nurses' corps of the T'nlt- 


ed Stales army consists of one superin- 
tendent, appointed by the secretary of 
war; 
chief nurses, nurses and reserve 


nurses. Kescrvo nurses serve only w hen 
special occasion requires them; the rest 
serve all the time except during an an- 
nual furlough 
<,f t h i r t y days, during 


wnich they receive pay. All nurses re- 
ceive transportation and food and nec- 
essary expenses when traveling under 
order*, as tbe soldiers ilo.
